yourself with barn full daughters that “can’t miss” sire that 
you really miss all they left the herd. the flip side 
the coin, the list truly great daughters young sires that themselves 
turned out not exceptional long. can certainly stack the 
deck our favor making intelligent crosses and utilizing deep 
cow families that excel for the traits wish improve, but still 
never know for sure until the daughters are milking. 

Consider bulls like Royal Oak, Tiller and, recently, Challenge. 
None these bulls were considered the best young sires their 
fact, they were lightly regarded that you can count 
the paternal brothers sampled (for all them combined) 
one hand and your big toe other Lorals and other Protein Kings). 
the other end the spectrum are bulls like Lewis, Royalty and 
Spider, who were ranked among the top young bulls, and 
advertised. The point every young sire that sampled, was 
selected someone that cares about the breed and feels that bull has 
the potential improve the Guernsey cow. Give all the feedback 
you want regarding the selection young sires, but using them, 
and initial use for each, move the next one. 

28% the females registered the past twelve months were 
sired Al-sampled young sires. This from 24% for the 
months prior this period. 30% the heifers registered every 
year were sired young sires, should have the capacity sam- 
ple young sires per year. the 40% rate that recommended 
most experts, could get young sires sampled, add daughters 
each improve the reliability newly proven sires.

production numbers but are waiting for 
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number daughters appraised amount 
decent total. could get daughters 
within 180-day span appraised match 
with the initial production numbers 
could get going using them, not waiting 
around hoping they get 15-20 and maybe 
year later over 30. could have used the 
200-daughter bull little less and maybe 
spread the usage around some others 
could jumping with new Guernsey 
genetics. know type always seems mat- 
ter when purchasing young sires semen and 
what drives some breeders, but still 
need find out what their transmittable 
type dominant. The only way for more 
breeders participate. also need use 
the proven bulls because will have the 
information them and can mate them 
give daughters that are improve- 
ment over the dam.
